Much useful State leg- 
islation is less effective than it ought to be for the reason 
that it can apply only locally. Thus the robins may be 
guarded from slaughter in Pennsylvania or Massachu- 
setts, but thousands of them can still be sacrificed to the 
greed of pot hunters as they fly south. Nor is it for' 
purely sentimental reasons—though these should be suf- 
ncient—that protection is demanded. Our songbirds are 
tireless destroyers of noxious plant and insect life. 
They are the best friends the farmers have. Even such 
as n<fty and then take toll of fruit or grain do much more 
good than harm. There is no more important form of 
conservation.—Public Ledger.

be of little 'ii'lvaiitucc. In drilling holes 
111 pistons, however, the common prac- 
tice is in make them one-half inch in 
diameter. Either two or three rows are 
drilled, depending upon the Ifiiglu of 
the piston skirt. It is usual for them 
to have a ...pitch of about one and one- 
half inch. That Is, the distance from 
renter to center of tlie holes should be 
one and one-half incht-s ordinarily. 
Tln> rows should, of course, be stug- 
gered, aud iu a piston of n diameter of 
about three :tnd one-guarter inches 
twenty-four holes could |je put. In do- 
ing the wort; precaution should be 
taken against cracking or breaking the 
thin shells of the pistons whim drilling 
tlie holes. Fill up the inside of tbe pis 
ton with lead or muke a block of wood 
tu tit witliiii It, thus making it possible 
to drill the holes safely.

Much useful State leg- 
islation is less effective than it ought to be for the reason 
that it can apply only locally. Thus the robins may be 
guarded from slaughter in Pennsylvania or Massachu- 
setts, but thousands of them can still be sacrificed to the 
greed of pot hunters as they fly south. Nor is it for' 
purely sentimental reasons—though these should be suf- 
ncient—that protection is demanded. Our songbirds are 
tireless destroyers of noxious plant and insect life. 
They are the best friends the farmers have. Even such 
as n<fty and then take toll of fruit or grain do much more 
good than harm. There is no more important form of 
conservation.—Public Ledger.

111 pistons, however, the common prac- 
tice is in make them one-half inch in 
diameter. Either two or three rows are 
drilled, depending upon the Ifiiglu of 
the piston skirt. It is usual for them 
to have a ...pitch of about one and one- 
half inch. That Is, the distance from 
renter to center of tlie holes should be 
one and one-half incht-s ordinarily. 
Tln> rows should, of course, be stug- 
gered, aud iu a piston of n diameter of 
about three :tnd one-guarter inches 
twenty-four holes could |je put. In do- 
ing the wort; precaution should be 
taken against cracking or breaking the 
thin shells of the pistons whim drilling 
tlie holes. Fill up the inside of tbe pis 
ton with lead or muke a block of wood 
tu tit witliiii It, thus making it possible 
to drill the holes safely.
